CANADA'S FINANCES. 
Editor, The Bulletin: 

Sir,—I have just read the annual 
report of the Department of the 
Interior for the year ending March 
Sist, 1920, and have made the follow- | 
ing discoveries: 

The total receipts on account of 
Dominion lands our nationai_ re- 
sources, from July ist, 1872, to March 


Sist, 1920, was $67,442,519.52 in 48 
years. The sales by railway com- 
panies having Government land 


Grants and by the Hudson's Bay com- 
pany, totalled $213,617.410.00 during 
the aame period of 48 years. In other 
words for every dollar which the 
Government received from Dominion 
lands the railway friends of the Gov- 
ernment just received three dollars, 
Truly it would appear that we are 
only developing our natural re- 
sources for the benefit of railway pro- 
moters, generally eastern capitalists. 

The total surveyed area of lands 
On the three prairie provinces is 199,- 
767,264 acres of which 38,419,574 
acres were given to railway com- 
panies or about one-fifth of all sur- 
veyed land area. They sold 24,492,- 
310 acres at a handsome price, and 
the Government at Ottawa should at 
least have had an unearned income 
lax revenue from this sale. 

The report shows a revenue of $8,- 
249,931.00 from Chinese imunigra- 
thon during 1911 to 1917, the period 
when the Borden Government was in 
power. Probabiy the people who vot- 
ed ‘'no truck or trade with the Yan- 
kee” in 1911, preferred to bring 
Chinese labor into Canada, as no 
revenue is shown from this source 
from 1900 to 1910. 

The following amounts stand to the 
credit of the school lands funds for 
each prairie province as on March 
3ist, 1920, and are invested in Dom- 
inion of Canada 5 per cent. debenture 


stock maturing October ist, 1922: 

Manitoba ... ... ..... $5,181,000.00 
Saskatchewan ... .... 8,830,000.00 
Alberta ... ... wees 5,331,000.00 | 


Why these funds are not handed 
over to the various provinces as weil} 
as the administration of all school 
lands, has never been explained by 
any Government, In view of the fact 
that our schoo! districts when selling 
their debentures generally do so at 
a discount, even though bearing 7 per 
cent. interest, the western peuple jose 
directly about 3 per cent. by having 
this money invested in Dominion of 
Canada 5 per cent. debenture stock, 
‘This means a direct loss of $159,930 
annually to Alberta citizens, so long as 
these funds are managed from Ot- 
tawa. Look at the advantage to edu- 
cation, if and settlers of the province 
of Alberta cuuid sell 1 million acres 
annually.
